Russia Expels Three U. S. 
Military Attaches, Report 


Reds Claim 
Improper 
Activities' 


State Department 
Says the Charges 
Are 'Retaliation' 


WASHINGTON — UP) — 


Russia was reported today to 
have expelled three American 
military attaches who were 
part of the embassy staff in 
Moscow. 


Informed officials said the Soviet 


Foreign Office declared them "per 
sona non grata" because of alleged 
improper activities. 


The phrase in diplomatic lang- 


uage means they are no longer 
welcome to stay in the country. 


The three Americans were re- 


ported to be Lt. Col. John S. Ben- 
son who had been in the Soviet_ 
Union some 10 months: Capt. Wil- 
liam R. Stroud who had been as- 
signed to Mosco%v about 15 months, 
and Capt. Walter Mule, attached 
to the embassy since March 24, 
1953. 


All three were assistant Army 


attaches at the embassy. 


There was no immediate word 


as to whether the Americans had 
already left Russia. 


The latest Soviet move comes 


almost a year after Russia ex- 
pelled two other American. Eim- 
bassy attaches. Last July 3, the 
Soviets forced the departure of Lt. 
Col. H. Felchlin, assistant military 
attache, and Maj. W. McKinney, 
assistant air attache. Both men 
were charged \uth attempting "to 
carry out espionage work.'' 


The State Department rejected 


the Soviet charges, and said it was 
obvious Russia was ousting Felch- 
lin and McKinney in retaliation for 
the earlier U.S. expulsion of three 
Soviet officials who had carried 
out espionage in the United States.

IP)—President Juan D, Pe- 
-on of Argentina said today 
the revolt was over in that 
ountry, which is under a 
state of siege. 


Peron addressed his coun- 


rymen by radio, as he had 
Thursday night in a previous 
announcement that Thurs- 
day's revolt by naval forces 
>vas under control. 


His speech confirmed reports 


that there had been depredations 
igainst churches in Argentina. He 
blamed Communists for these. Ha 
aid the revolt was connected with. 
31-iests of the 
Roman 
Catholic 


Church, whose powers he has been 
seeking to curb since last Novem- 
oer. 


To Oppose Reds • 


Peron declared his government 


s ready to prevent any commu- 
nistic or other disorders. He de- 
clared he is a Catholic and not 
against religion, and advised Cath- 
olics of his nation to await a ref- 
erendum on his proposal to sepa- 
rate the church from the state. 


The Peron broadcast was monl* 


tored here. At the time he spok« 
there had been a blackout on di- 
rect communications with Buenos 
Aires for 15 hours. 


There were no details on th« 


damage done to churches in Ar- 
gentina.

churches had been set afire as 
the climax to yesterday's events; 
About 40 planes participated in th# 
revolt, and wrought heavy damage 
on government house in Buenos 
Aires, containing the principal of- 
fices of the government, including 
Peron's own office. 


Heavy Casualties 


Casualties in Buenos Aires wer« 


heavy, but there were no reliable 
estimates of their total. 


Peron said the revolt obviously 


was directed against him person- 
ally,- since the air bombings and 
ground attacks center on govern- 
ment house (.the Casa Pvosada), or 
Pink House. 


He added he had learned before- 


hand, through intelligence sources, 
what was in store, and had left 
the government house to stay else- 
where. 


He advised all Argentines to be 


calm and leave things in the hands 
of his government. He warned that 
the state of siege ordered by th« 
government would prevent 
any 


demonstrations. 


Flee to Uruguay

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As Smoke Clears Away 


Since the Ford wage pact was signed, labor experts 


have been pawing over it and offering us their conclusions 
as to its nature. Some of them say it isn't right to call the 
agreement a "guaranteed annual wage." 
^ 
. 


They say that's a misnomer, that the pacts special 


worker benefits covering unemployment are neither guar- 
anteed nor annual. On the surface their arguments appear 
logical, but only on the surface. 
Let's look at the "annual" part of it first. The key sup- 


plementary unemployment benefits indeed are not annual 
in the sense that they could run for 52 weeks out of a year. 
Thev are limited to 26 weeks at the most. 


- 'But what is the real idea behind the annual wage? The 


goal is to stabilize the regular worker's income throughout 
the year, to carry him safely through temporary lay-offs 
due to model changes or seasonal market drops or any other 
cause. 
! 
It is assumed the employe will be working most of any 


year. The special benefits are only a supplement, and are 
designed as such, to keep a reasonable amount of money 
ra the worker's pocketbook no matter what the normal ups 
and downs of the business.* 
* 
* 


Thus it is pretty silly to assail the "annual" aspect of 


this issue because coverage in unemployed periods is limited 
to 26 weeks. What kind of plan would it be that assumed 
that workers in a healthy industry would be out of work 
from 26 to 52 weeks a year? 
Neither the union nor anybody else is asking Ford or 


any company to be responsible indefinitely for workers who 
may be laid off for long periods or permanently, as result 
of a depression or a lasting shift in business to other firms 
or other fields. 
As for the matter of the guarantee, it is quite true, as 


the analysts note, that the Ford plan is not an unqualified 
protection for laid-off workers through the full 26-week pe- 
riod. The pact requires the company to set aside five cents 
an hour for hourly workers, until a reserve of 55 million dol- 
lars is built up. The supplementary benefits will be paid 
from this. And that is the limit of the company's obliga- 
tion. 
• 
* * 


In other words, if in a particular year there was not 


enough money left in the fund to pay maximum benefits for 
the maximum period, it would not be done. 


But again this argument ignores the real intent of the 


so-called annual wage. Under most circumstances it is not 
anticipated that the fund will be so heavily drained that its 
usefulness in a subsequent year would be severely curtailed. 


The analysts who make the critical points here men- 


tioned act as if the pact were designed to cure a depression. 
It is not. It is intended as a stabilizer for regular workers. 


In that case, it accepts the principle of the guaranteed 


annual wage and moves toward it. Whether or not one ap- 
groves the development may depend on his general economic 
views. But the development is real enough and the "logic" 
of some experts does not subtract from the fact.

Some- 
one told her there is a pill which 
she said she wouldn't mind taking 
but said "no shots." What about 
this?—W.A. 


A—As yet there is no substance 


which can be taken by mouth 
which is an adequate substitute 
ior insulin by injection. If your 
mother needs insulin for diabetes 
every effort should be made to 
persuade her to take it. By not 
following such directions, 
she 


runs terrible risks of Mich things 
as Insing her eyesight, gangrene 
(death of the tissues of the feet), 
excessive liability to heart di- 
se-.-isf, and several other fright- 
ening consequences of neglected 
diabetes. 
Q—A friend has had her uterus 


anci one ovary removed without an 
abdominal incision.

A—It is possible- and is done

remain constant throughout life.

had brown spots corning out on 
them. I have spent most of, my life 
outdoors. Can this condition of my 
skin lead to anything more serious?

NEW YORK Wi— Labor peace in 


the auto field is having its first 
price reaction today in the field of 
industrial materials. 


Some grades of steel scrap have 


gone up in price because dealers 
see a good summer ahead for the 
steel mills, now that one of their 
big customers is virtually assured 
of setting a new record for car 
output this year. 


Zinc producers say the same as- 


surance has put the clincher on 
the price rise in that much wanted 
metal. 


The price of rubber for future 


delivery has gone up—partly in 
response to the labor peace at De- 
troit, and partly because of the 
racial and labor disturbances at 
Singapore. 


Tin Up, Too 


Tin prices have risen, too, with 


Singapore getting the immediate 
blame. But here, also, the belief 
that the business boom has been 
given a new lease on life is given 
some of the credit. 


Prosperity prospects are holding 


the demand for aluminum high. 
So today some producers are pre- 
dicting privately that the price of 
that metal will rise again this sum- 
mer. 


Copper producers once more are 


putting farther in the future the 
date -when it could fall from its 
lofty price perch. Earlier this year 
copper men were saying the price 
might drop below 30 cents a pound 
this summer. Now they .are saying 
the 36 cents price should hold this 
summer, even though fabricating, 
mills clbs« for their annual mass 
vacations. The producers explain 
that the. mills are busy filling; 
their supply pipelines, wHich they 
let empty when copper seemed 
•haky.- 


AwaJt Steel Hike 


A basic steel price hike -appar- 


ently is just waiting on a wage 
settlement with the steel workers 
union. Talks are under way, and 


July 1 is the deadline. A price 
rise in steel will effect thousands 
of factories. 


For the consumer the reaction, 


if any, will be' delayed. The con 
sumer doesn't run down to the 
store for a pound of copper or a 
ton of steel. But months from now

is the purchasing agent for a man- 
ufacturing concern.

Old Dixon College 
Revered by All 
Who Attended 


Alma mater for many outstand- 


ing lawyers, doctors, and teachers 
was the Northern Illinois Normal 
School and Dixon. Business College, 
commonly known as "Dixon Col- 
lege." 


Founded in 15S2 by J. B. Dille, 


the college started its first term 
in 18S2 with an enrollment of 250 
students.

Although the college closed more 


than 30 years ago, it made an 
outstanding contribution to society 
by turning out men and women 
who made notable successes in 
their lives using the education re- 
ceived there. 


Cigaret Smoking 
Was Banned in 
Dixon in 1894 


Cisaret smoking was of great 


concern to Dixon in 1391 when 
all the businessmen anil medical 
men presented a petition to the 
city council requesting that the 
"obnoxious destroyer'' be ban- 
ned from the city. 


The smaller paper cylinders of 


tobacco found their highest favor 
among the young men and boys 
of the city, who purchased and 
smoked the contraband items— 
much to the disgust of their to- 
bacco-chewing, cigar and pipe 
smoking • elders. 


The petition, presented to the 


city council resulted in an ordi- 
nance providing a fine of "510 or 
SIOO for anyone found selling or 
giving cigarets to any other 
person."

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Nachusa House Opens 


Nachusa Is 
Prominent 
Landmark 


By ROGER THOMPSON 
The Nachusa House could 


easily lay claim to being the 
oldest man-made landmark in 
Dixon, and one* of the oldest 
in the Rock River valley. 
There are older.buildings, of 
course, but none that have 
become so widely known as a 
symbol of Dixon's hospitality 
and comfortable way of life. 


For more than 100 years it has | 


seived 
the 
community—growing ' 


as Dixon grew from a village to a 
city. Beginning in December, 1853, | 
travelers began carrying the word 
of comfortable lodgings, good food 
and congenial atmosphere found in 
the Nachusa House. 


Traced To 1837 


The history of the hotel actually 


goes back to 1837 when the state 
legislature approved the articles 
of incorporation for the Dixon Ho- 
tel Corporation, which listed John 
Dixon as one of the incorporators. 
An interesting sidelight on this 
phase of the hotel's story is the 
fact that, due to a misunderstand- 
ing, the hotel company issued pa- 
per money soon after it organized. 
The section of its charter which the 
owners thought allowed them to 
print the script was eliminated be- 
fore passage by the representa- 
tives in Springfield. Bills in $1. $3 
and S5 denominations were print- 
ed. 


In 1838 a Buffalo, N.T., company 


constructed the foundations of the 
original hotel, which was to be 48 
by 40 feet.

'The furniture of the 'taverns' 


was just as simple as the pians 
and architecture of the house. Oft- 
en the floor was nothing but the 
earth. As likely as not thiee-legged 
stools supplied the place of chairs. 
Tables weie often made 
from 


puncheons split from logs, dressed 
down with a broad-axe to a proper 
thickness, then fastened together 
by a cross piece underneath, which 
was held in place by wooden pins, j were 
In each corner of the table a hole 
was bored with a hand augur, 
which received the legs. Bed- 
steads were sometimes made by 
boring a hole in one of the logs at 
the proper height, in the side of 
the building, about four feet fiom 


the corner. About six feet from 
the wall a post was driven into the 
ground. One end of the side wall 
would be fitted in the augur-hole. 
and the other end fastened to the 
post. The foot rail was provided 
in the same way. Then came the 
slats (instead of bed-coids'. reach- 
ing from the side rail to the side 
of the house, and the bedstead was 
completed. 
One observer 
said,

The first telephone installed in the lobby of the Old 
Nachusa House was Number 64. This same, original 
number (64) was thereafter continuously used in the 
Nachusa House for the next fifty years, until the in- 
stallation of the dial system in 1950. One telephone in 
the lobby, at the turn of the century, was considered a 
luxury and adequate for the limited requirements of it's 
patrons at that time. 


The first telephone was created by Alexan- 
der Graham Bell about 30 years after the 
Nachusa House was built. It was made on 
a telegraph base, using many telegraph in- 
strument parts in addition to an electric 
magnet and diaphram.

Memorial Pool, a source of pride to Dixonites since it 


was opened June 27,1950, still ranks as the best in Northern 
Illinois and one of the best in the state. 


Opened for its sixth season June 


11, the pool is ready again to ac- 
commodate adults and youngsters 
alike every day of the week. 


The pool is open daily from 1 to 


5 p.m. and 7 to 9 p.m. for public 
swimming. Each morning from 9 
a.m. to noon, free Red Cross swim- 
ming instructions are given to all 
age groups. Three nights a week, 
from 5 to 7 p.m., the pool is turned 
over to riost-polio patients and the 
other two nights adult instruction 
classes are held. 


Three on Guard 


Tnre« lifeguards are on duty at 


ail times for the safety of the 
bathers. They are kept busy watch- 
ing an average of 450 swimmers a 
day. Lloyd Swan, high school coach 
and teacher, is manager of the 
pool which is under the domain of 
the Dixon Park Board. 


A moderate fee of 50 cents for 


adults and 25 cents for children is 
charged for use of the pool. This 
price includes a locker and a towel. 


When the idea of a pool was first 


advanced, a bond issue for 3129.000 
was approved by the voters. Later, 
a 530,000 grant from the Loveland 
Community House trust fund was 
presented to supplement the bond 
issue, 


30,000 gallons 


The pool, which is 40 yards long 


and SO feet wide at its broadest 
point, has a 30,000 gallon capacity 
which is recirculated every six 
hours. Water is filtered, sterilized 
and then pumped back. Each week 
a sample of the water is sent to the 
state health department for in- 
spection and approval. 


The pool has a depth range of 


three f^et to 11 feet with a sepa- 
rate 12 inch pool for the young 
children. 


Green River 
Game Refuge

A point of interest for guests at

The area has several large 
ponds for the protection of migra- 
tory game birds.

bird dogs also are held each year.

Creek is stocked with brown trout 
and small mouth bass. To get 
there, go east on Alt. Rt. 30 to 
Franklin Grove.

After turning, take the 
first road left and follow that road 
to Sunday's bridge. Most fishing is 
done off the bridge. 


North of Lowell Park is the sev- 


en mile branch. It is at the bottom 
of the hill after passing the park.

By Land of Black Hawk 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: In the summer of 1843 the famous New 


England writer, Margaret Fuller, visited Dixon and Oregon 
while on a tour of the Great Lakes area and several western 
states. Miss Fuller's party came from Pawpaw Grove to Dixon's 
Ferry, and was welcomed to Governor Charters estate. Hazel- 
wood. They traveled north to Oregon where Miss Fuller was 
impressed by the bluff known as Eagle's Nest. There, or. the 
Fourth of July, she wrote her well-known poem, "Ganymede to 
His Eagle." 


We are fortunate that Miss Fuller chose to travel uus way, 


for she later wrote a detailed account of her trip, describing the 
•vivid beauty of the Black Hawk country along the Rock river. 


We are fortunate to have her writings for through them we 


see, despite paved highways, high speed travel and gasoline 
Btations.'the Rock River Valley has retained its basic natural 
beauty, despite Miss Fuller's fears, through more than 100 years 
of the white man's occupation.

In the afternoon of this day we reached the Rock River. 


hi whose neighborhood we proposed to make some stay, and 
crossed at Dixon's Ferry. 
.-. 
This beautiful stream flows full and wide over a bed of 


"rocks, traversing a distance of near two hundred miles, to 
Breach the Mississippi. Great part of the country along its 
thanks is the finest region of Illinois, and the scene of some 
;'of the latest romance of Indian warfare. To these beautiful 
"regions Black Hawk returned with his band "to pass the 
• summer," when he drew upon himself the warfare in which 
'- he was finally vanquished. No wonder he could not resist 
;the longing, unwise, though its indulgence might be, to re- 
«turn in summer to this home of beauty.' 
* Of Blinois, in general, it has 
.''often been remarked, that it bears 


bom, we feel »» it they were the 
rightful lords of n beauty they 
forbore to deform. But most of 
these settlers do not see it at all: 
it breathes, it speaks in vain to 
those who are rushing into its 
sphere. Their progress is Gothic, 
not Roman, and their mode of 
cultivation will, in the course of 
the twenty, perhaps ten years, 
obliterate the natural expression 
of the country. 
This is inevitable, fatal; we must 


not 'complain, but look forward to 
a good result. Still, in traveling 
through this country I could not 
but be struck _with the force of a 
symbol. Wherever the hog comes, 
the rattlesnake disappears; the ort- 
mivorous traveller, safe in its stu- 
pidity, willingly and easily makes 
a meal of the most dangerous of 
reptiles, and one which the Indians 
look on with a mystic awe. Even 
so the white settler pursues the 
Indian, and is victor in the chase. 
But I shall say more upon the 
subject by and by. 


While we were here, we had one 
rand thunder-storm, which added 


new glory to the scene. 


_ _ character of country which has 


'''been inhabited by a nation skilled 
-••like the English in all the ornamen- 
v.-tal arts of life, especially in land- 
!; acaping and gardening. The villas 
'and castles seem to have been 
J: burnt, the enclosures taken down, 
*'but the velvet lawns, the flower 
!!>gwdens, the stately parks, scat- 
•i-.tared at graceful intervals by de- 
;!.;corous hand of art, the frequent 
-;:d*er, and the peaceful herd of cat- 
*';tla that make picture of the plain,

"mind of man, than prodigal, but 
Icaieless, motherly love of Nature. 
^'Especially is this true of the Rock 
Quiver country. The river- flows

There was something very hospit- 
able about it. as if man had never 
shown himself a tyrant near them. 
What a morning that was! Every 
site is worth twice as much by the 
early morning light. We borrow 
something of the spirit of the hour 
to look upon them. 


The first place 
where we 


stopped was one of singular 
.beauty, a beauty of soft, luxur- 
iant wilderness. It was on the 
bend of the river, a place chosen 
by an Irish gentleman, whose ab- 
senteeship seems of the wisest 
kind, since for a sum which 
would have been but a drop of 
water to the thirsty fever of his 
native land, he commands a resi- 
dence which has all that is desir- 
able, in its independence, its 
beautiful retirement and means 
of benefit to others. 
His park, his deer chase, he 


found already prepared; he had 
only to make an avenue through 
it. This brought us to a house by a 
drive, which in the heat of the 
noon seemed long, though after- 
wards, in the cool of the morning 
and evening: seemed delightful.

Near it stands the log-cabin where j 
its master lived while it was build- 
ing, a very ornamental accessory. 


In front of the house was a lawn, 


adorned by the most graceful trees. 
A few of these had been taken out 
to give a full view of the river, 
gliding through banks such as I 
have described. On this bank the 
bend is high and bold, so from the 
house or lawn the view was very 
rich and commanding:. But if you 
descended a ravine to the side of 
the water's edge, you found there 
a long walk on the narrow shore, 
with a wall above of the richest 
hanging wood, in which they said 
the deer lay hid. I never saw one, 
but often fancied that I heard 
them rustling. At daybreak, by 
these bright, clear waters stretch- 
ing out in such smiling promise 
where no sound broke the deep 
and blissful seclusion, unless now 
and then this rustling, or splash of 
some fish a little gayer than the 
others: it seemed not necessary to

Then, leaving the bank you 


would walk farther and yet far- 
ther, through the long grassy 
paths, full of the most brilliant, 
also the most delicate flowers.

Amid the grass of the lawn, with 


a profusion of wild strawberries, 
we greeted also a familiar love, 
the Scottish harebell, the gentlest

The master of the house was ab- 


sent, but with a kindness beyond 
thanks had offered us a resting 
place there. Here we were taken 
care of by a deputy, who would, 
for his youth, have been assigned 
the place of a page in earlier times, 
but in the young West, it seems, 
he was old enough for a steward. 
Whatever be called his function, he 
did the honors of the place so much 
in harmony with it, as to leave the 
guests free to imagine themselves 


in Elysium. And the three days 
passed here were days of unal- 
oved, spotless happiness. 


There was a peculiar charm in 


coming here, where the choice of 
location, 
and the 
unobtrusive 


good taste of all the arrange- 
ments, showed such intelligent 
appreciation of the spirit of the 
scene, after seeing so many dwel- 
lings of the new settlers, which 
showed plainly that they had no 
thought beyond satisfying 
the 


grossest material wants. Some- 
times they looked unattractive, 
these little brown houses, the na- 
tural architecture of the country, 
in the edge of the timber. But al- 
most always, when you came 
near the slovenliness of the dwel- 
ling:, and the rude way in which 
objects around it were treated, 
when so little care would have 
presented a 
charming whole, 


were very repulsive. Seeing the 
traces of the Indians, who chose 
the most beautiful sites for their 
* dwellings, and whose habits do 


not break in on that aspect of 
Nature under which they were 


One beautiful feature was the 


return of the pigeons every after- 
noon to their home. At this time 
they would come sweeping across 
the lawn, positively in clouds, and 
with a swiftness and softness of 
winged motion more beautiful than 
anvthing of the kind I ever knew. 
Had I been a musician, such as 
Mendelssohn. I felt that I could 
have improvised a music quite 
peculiar, from 
the sound they 


made, which should have indicated 


I all the beauty over which their 
' -vings bore them. 


The only really rustic feature 


vas of the many coops of poultry 
near the house, which I understood 
t to be one of the chief pleasures 
of the master to feed. 


Leaving this place, we pro- 


ceeded a day's journey along the 
beautiful stream, to a little town 
named Oregon. We called at a 
cabin, from whose door looked 
out one of those faces which, 
once seen are never forgotten; 
young, yet touched with many 
traces of feeling, not only pos- 
sible, but endured; spirited, too, 
like the gleam of a finely temp- 
ered blade. It was a face that 
suggested a history, and many 
histories, but whose scene would 
have been in court* and camps. 
At tins moment their circles are 
dull for want of that life which 
is waning, unexcited in this soli- 
tary recess. 
The master'of the house propose 


to show us a "short cut," by whic 


we might, to especial advantage, 
pursue on our journey. This proved 
to be almost perpendicular down a 
hill, studded with young trees and 
stumps. Prom these he proposed, 
with a hospitality of service worthy 
an Oriental, to free our wheels 
whenever they should get entan- 
gled, also to be himself the drag, 
to prevent our too rapid descent. 
Such generosity deserved trust; 
however, we women could not be 
persuaded to render it. We got out 
and admired, from afar, the pro- 
cess. Left by our guide and prop, 
we found outselves in a wide field,

an endless "creek" seemed to di- 
ert itself with our attempts to 
ross it. Failing in this, the next 
est was to whirl down a steep 
ank, which feat our charioteer 
>erformed with an air not unlike 
hat of Rhesus, had he but been 
is suitably furnished with chariot 
and steeds'. 


At last, after wasting: some two 
r three hours on the "short cut," 
•e got out by following an Indian 
rail, — Black Hawk's! How fail- 
he scene through which it led! 
How could they let themselves be 
onquered with such a country to 
ight for! 


Afterwards, in the wide prarie. 


v-e saw a lively picture of noncha- 
ance (to speak in the fashion of 
dear Ireland). There, in the wide 
unny field, with neither tree nor 
umbrella above his head, sat a 
nedler. with his pack, waiting ap- 
parently for customers. He was 
not disappointed. We bought what 
hold, in regard to the human world, j 
as unmarked, as mysterious, and 
as important as existence, as the 
nfusoria to the natural, to wit, 
tins. This incident would have de- 
ighted those modern sages, who, 
m imitation of the sitting philoso- 
phers of ancient India, prefer dil- 
ence to speech, waiting to going, 
and scornfully smile, in answer to 
the motions of earnest life. 
"Of itself will nothing come, 
That ye must still be seeking?" 
However, it seemed to me to-day, 


as formerly on these sublime oc- 
casions, obvious that nothing would 
come, unless something would go: 
now, 
if we had been as sublimely 


still as the pedler, his pins would 
have tarried in his pack, and his 
pockets sustained an aching void 
of pence. 


Passing through one of the fine, 


park-like woods, almost clear from 
underbrush and carpeted with thick 
grasses and flowers, we met (for 
it was Sunday) a little congregation 
just returning from their services, 
which had been performed in a 
rude little house in its midst. It 


had a sweet and peaceful air, *• 
if such words and thoughts wera 
very clear to them. The parents had 
with them all their little children; 
but we saw no old people; that 
charm was wanting which exists 
in such scenes in older settlements, 
of seeing the silver bent in rever- 
ence beside the flaxen head. 
* * * 


At Oregon, the beauty of tha 


scene was of even' a more sump- 
tuous character than our former 
••stopping place." Here swelled the 
river in its boldest course, inter- 
spersed by halycon isles on which 
Nature had lavished all her prod- 
igality i" U-L-C. vine, and flower,, 
banked by noble bluffs, three hun- 
, dred feet high, their sharp ridges 
as exquisitely definite as the edge 
of a shell; their summits adorned 
with those same beautiful trees, 
and with buttresses of rich rock, 
crested with old hemlocks, which 
wore a touching and antique grace 
amid the softer and more luxuriant 
vegetation. Lofty natural mounds 
rose amidst the rest, with the sam* 
lovely and sweeping outline, show- 
ing everywhere the plastic power 
of°water.—water, mother of beau- 
ty.—which, by its sweet and eager 
flow, had left such lineaments as 
human genius never dreamt of. 


Not far from the river was » 


high crag, called the Pine Rock, 
which looks out as our guide ob- 
served, like a helmet above the 
brow of the country. It seems a» 
if the water left here and there 
a vestige of forms and material* 
that preceded its course, just to 
set off its new anil richer designs. 
The aspect of this country was-to 


me enchanting, beyond any I hav« 
ever seen, from its fulness of ex- 
pression, its bold and impassioned 
sweetness. Here the flood of emo- 
tion has passed over and marked 
everywhere its course by a smile. 
The fragments of rock touch it 
with a wildness and 
liberality 


which give just the needed relief. 
I should never be tired here, though 
I have elsewhere seen country of 
more secret and alluring charms, 
better calculated to stimulate and 
suggest. Here the eye and heart 
are filled. 


How happy the Indians must 


have been here! It is not long sine* 
they have been driven away, and 
the ground, above and below, it 
full of their traces. 


"The earth is full of men"

tery. On an island belonging to our 
host, and nearly opposite his house, 
thev loved to stay, and, no doubt, 
enjoyed its lavish beauty as much

ready grin, made our party 


gay; but all were still as we en- 
tered the inlet and trod those flow- 
ery paths. They may blacken In- 
dian life as they will, talk of its 
dirt, its brutality, I will ever be- 
lieve that the men who chose that 
dwelling-place were able to feel 
the emotions of noble happiness as 
they returned to it, and so were 
the women that received them. 
Neither were the children sad 01 
dull, who lived so familiarly with 
the deer and the birds, and swarn 
that, clear wave in the shadow of 
the Seven Sisters. The whole scene 
suggested to me a Greek splendor 
a Greek sweetness, and I can be- 
lieve that an Indian brave, ac 
customed to ramble in such paths 
and be bathed by such sunbeams 
might be mistaken for Apollo, as 
Apollo was for him by West. Two 
of th« boldest bluffs are called th 
Deer'i Walk, (not because deei 
do not walk there,) and the Eagle's 
Nest. The latter I visited one glor 
ious morning; it was that of the 
fourth of July, and certainly 
think I had never felt so happy tha 
I was born in America. Woe to al 
country folks that never saw thi 
spot, never swept an enrapturec 
gaze over the prospect that stretch 
ed beneath. I do believe Rome an 
Florence are suburbs compared t 
this capital of Nature's art. 


The bluff was

But, 
where there is so great a counter- 
aoise, cannot these be given up 
once for all? If the houses are im- 
perfectly built, they can afford im- 
mense fires and plenty of cover- 
ing; if they are small, who cares, 
— with such fields to roam in? In 
winter, it may be borne; in sum- 
mer, is of no consequence. With 
plenty of fish and game and wheat, 
can they not dispense with a baker 
to bring "muffins hot" every mor- 
ning to the door for their break- 
fast? 


A man need not here take a 


small slice from the landscape, 
and fence it in from the obtru- 
sions of an uncongenial neighbor, 
and there cut down his fancies to 
miniature improvements which a 
chicken could run over in ten 
minutes. He may have water and 
wood and land enough, to dread 
no incursions on his 
prospect 


from some chance Vandal that 
may enter his neighborhood. He 
need not painfully economize and 
manage how he may use it all; 
he can afford to leave some of 
it wild, and to carry out his own 
plans without obliterating those 
of nature. 
Here, whole families might live 


together, if they would. The sons 
might return from their pilgrim- 
ages to settle near the parent 
hearth; the daughters might find 
room near their mothers. Those 
painful separations, which already 
desecrate and desolate the Atlan- 
tic coast, are not enforced here by 
the stern need of seeking bread; 
and where they are voluntary, it is 
no matter. To me, too, used to the

feelings which haunt a society of 
struggling men, it was delightful 
to look upon a scene where Nature 
still wore her motherly smile, and 
seemed to promise room, not only 
those favored or cursed with qual- 
ities best adapting for the strifes of 
competition, but for the delicate, 
the thoughtful, even the indolent 
oi eccentric. She did not say fight 
or starve; nor even, work or ceajse 
to exist; but, merely showing that 
the apple was a finer Jruit than the 
mid crab, gave both room to grow 
in the garden.* « • 


A pleasant society is formed of 


families who live along the banks 
of this stream upon farms. They 
are from various parts of the world 
and have much to communicate to 
one another. Many have cultivated 
minds and refined manners, all a 
varied experience, while they have 
in common the interests of a new 
country and a new life. They must 
traverse some space to get at 
another, but the journey is through 
scenes that make it a separate 
pleasure. They must bear incon- 
veniences to stay in one another's 
houses; but these, to the well-dis- 
posed, are only a source of amuse- 
ment and adventure. 


The great drawbacks upon the 


lives of these settlers, at present, 
is the unifitness of the women 
for their new lot. It has general- 
ly been the choice of the men, 
and the women follow, as women 
will, doing their best for their af- 
fection's sake, but too often in 
heartsickness and weariness- Be- 
sides, it frequently not being a 
choice or conviction of their own 
minds that it is best to be here, 
their part is the hardest, and they 
are least fitted for it. The men 
can find assistance in field labor 
and recreation with the gun and 
fishing-rod. Their bodily strength 
is greater, and enables them to 
bear and enjoy both these forms 
of life. 
The women can rarely find any 


aid in domestic labor. Ail its var- 
ious and careful tasks must often 
be performed, sick or well, by the 
mother and daughters, to whom a 
city education has imparted neith- 
er the strength nor skill now de- 
manded. 


The wives of the poorer settlers, 


having- more hard work to do than 
before, very frequently become 
slatterns; but the ladies, accust- 
omed to a refined neatness, feel 
that they cannot degrade them- 
selves by its absence, and struggle 
under every disadvantage to keep 
the routine of small arrangements. 


With all these disadvantages for 


White Pines Forest State park, 


which contains the southernmost 
stand of virgin pine in the United 
States, has 25,000 to 35,000 visitors 
a week between April and Novem- 
ber and an average annual attend- 
ance of nearly a half a million. 


This 1385-acre tract of natura 


woodland is found midway be- 
tween Polo and Oregon in Ogle 
county and is located only 12 miles 
north of Dixon—a 20-minute drive 
for Nachusa House guests. 


The park is marked by majestic 


stone bluffs, towering above the 
shallow waters 
of Pine 
Creek, 


miles of foot trails weaving their 
way through the pine stand and 
along the crest of the bluffs and 
plenty of room in which to picnic, 
play or just plain relax. 


Open Year Around 


White Pines is open the year 


around and has accommodated 
1.300 to 2,000 campers in a single 
day. 


Lyle B. Marks, who has been 


park custodian for the past three 
years, said recently that 
future 


plans call for the rehabilitation of 
the entire park. The plans include 
the 
construction of new 
fords 


across the creek, the acquisition 
of additional parking areas and the 
resurfacihg of the park's blacktop 
roads. 


The park contains virtually all 


the common species of fur-bearing 
animals, such birds as the Pine 
Finch and Pine Warbler, and such 
fish as bass, trout, crappie, blue 
gills and pickerel can be caughl 
in its streams. 


Perhaps the most awesome sighl 


in the park is that of the statelj 
pine trees towering 90 to 100 fee 
in the air atop the steep cliffs 
Many of the trees are two and a 
half feet in diameter. 


The history of the park is indeed 


an interesting one from both the 
listorical and adventure stand- 
points.. Its rugged terrain has' 
sheltered everything from Indians } 
o horse thieves as well as mil-' 
ions of modern-day picnickers and ( 
campers.
